An Open Letter To a Legislator 
Dear Senator——————————, 

You asked for my opinion on the motorcycle “safety” legislation which 
is now pending in congress. I believe that this legislation deserves our deep- 
est and fullest consideration so I shall try to answer as completely as I can. 

I think that motorcycle operators deserve and need the same considera- 
tion in testing and licensing by the state as automobile, bus or truck drivers 
receive. I think it is negligent of the state to allow its citizens to operate 
two-wheeled motorized vehicles on its highways without being checked out 
and licensed for those vehicles specifically. California will have to stop 
letting anyone operate a motorcycle on the strength of having passed only a 
car driver's test. It is a fact that 719: of all motorcycle accidents happen to 
incompetent people riding borrowed or rented machines. This is the real 
problem with which the state should be concerned: keeping people off of 
motorcycles who have no knowledge of how to operate them. 

By the same reasoning, I think that & person should be allowed to take 
out a leamer's permit to learn to operate a motorcycle under competent in- 
struction as early in life as possible. Most 15%-yearolds could benefit from 
motorcycle riding instruction. The instructor should be any adult with an un- 
blemished motorcycle operator's license. During the learning period carrying 
passengers (other than the instructor) should be prohibited. You might be 
urged to require the holder of a learner's permit to wear an approved 'safety 
helmet until he obtains a full-fledged operator's license, or merely deduct 
points from his examination if he failed to wear a helmet during the riding 
test. I feel, however, that it would be unwise to enact any regulation which 
might tend to cause connotations of *rookie" or *risky" in connection with 
voluntary helmet wearing. 

You asked me specifically why I am opposed to bills making helmet 
wearing mandatory for motorcycle operators and passengers. First let me 
state that I am an avid proponent of safety helmet protection. I believe in 
insurance, and a good helmet is cheap insurance. They are also great for the 
motorcycle movement's image, when voluntarily worn. And on cold days they 
keep your ears warm. So I advocate helmets. They are a Good Thing. Every- 
body should have one. 

What I object to is the attitude, implicit in the wording of the bills, that 
motorcycle and motorbike operators are in such great danger for their lives, 
more so than any other highway user, that they must be drastically protected 
by a law forcing them to do something which no other group of highway users 
would tolerate if you suggested it to them. ў 

Motorcycles are only 2.8 percent of the California vehicle population so 
perhaps our voice is weak. But consider the precedent you will be setting if 
citizens may be required to wear equipment designed for their own protection 
while traveling in (or on) motor vehicles. Then, tell me you'll author a bill 
demanding the same protection for car drivers and passengers, truck drivers, 
bus drivers and yes, even bus passengers! Imagine the indignation that would 
stir up! 

The fact is, we aren't sure that motorcycle riding is as dangerous as it 
was once thought to be. The sudden influx of unlicensed riders tottering down 
the street on their first motorbikes has subsided, so even deprived of special 
licensing the riders who have *survived" are out of danger. When the safety 
statistics for 1967 are compiled they will show a marked improvement in the 
motorcycle's favor. This will be hard for some to believe, who still view ша- 
chines with unreasonable prejudice. It will be even more remarkable in that it 
will have been accomplished without government help. 

I shouldn't fail to credit the government for the one big help which it is 
providing. Without the publicity which only government has access to, motor- 
cycle safety would have remained a dull issue. Thanks to publicity attending 
the helmet controversy, everyone is taking motorcycling more seriously these 
days. That is another Good Thing, because motorcycles are not only fun, 
they have a serious side too, which is where safety and self-control resides. 

But wearing a helmet can have a negative value if the reasons for wear- 
ing it are not fully understood. If you think of it as a “crash helmet” you are 
in danger. You are never equipped to crash, on a motorcycle or in an auto- 
mobile. Yet many boys (myself included) took risks we wouldn't normally 
dare because we thought the helmets made vs immortal. Wearing a helmet 
doesn't guarantee you'll survive when something bigger violates your right of 
way. You have to assume your own responsibility for safety and control. 

I hope that you will do everything possible to help enact fair and reason- 
able license regulations for motorcycle operators and that you will vote 
againstany attempt toforce motorcycle operators to wear protective headgear.

 Foran's Reasons (1968 Version) 
For Helmet Compulsion 


STATEMENT BY JOHN FRANCIS 
FORAN, CHAIRMAN Assembly Trans- 
portation and Commerce Committee at 
The Governors Annual Traffic Safety 
Conference, Dec. 14, 1967. 

“Thank you, Mr. Chairman. I welcome 
the opportunity to participate in this 
Conference. 

“As many of you may already know, I 
introduced a comprehensive motorcycle 
safety bill during the 1967 Regular Ses- 
sion of the Legislature, That bill was 
approved by the Assembly. It then 
passed the Senate Transportation Com- 
mittee with the active support of its 
Chairman, Senator Randolph Collier. 

“Unfortunately, the motorcycle safety 
legislation failed to clear its last com- 
mittee hurdle and died in the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee in the waning moments 
of the 1967 Session. 

“When the Legislature convenes the 
1968 Session next month, I will again 
introduce a comprehensive motorcycle 
safety bill. Among its many features will 
be the following three: 

1. Require motorcyclists to take a 
separate licensing examination in order 


to receive a special motorcycle license. 

2. Require both driver and passenger 
to wear a protective helmet. 

3. Require the motorcycle driver to 
wear protective eye covering, such as a 
face shield or goggles. 

“What is the rationale and justifica- 
tion for these safety requirements? 

“One reason often cited is that the 
National Safety Act of 1967 calls upon 
the states to enact certain motor vehi- 
cles safety laws. The motorcycle bill I 
have just briefly described conforms 
substantially to the Federal Govemment 
requirements. 

“The Federal Government is also 
considering making crashbars mandatory. 
This provision was in the original bill 
introduced by me last year but, based on 
the Assembly Transportation and Com- 
merce Committee, it was eliminated as 
unnecessary. 

“But federal requirements are neither 
the reason nor the justification for my 
bill. Rather, it is gruesome accident 
statistics that demand establishment of 
minimum safety standards for motorcycle 
riders and equipment.

“Does not the fact that the death rate 
per 100,000 registered motorcycles is 
more than double the death rate for auto- 
mobiles demand corrective action? 

“We know that between 80-90 percent 
of all motorcycle accidents involve a 
rider injury. And 50 percent of those hurt 
suffer a head injury. I am appalled that 
the accident rate is highest in the 15-25 
age group. 

“This group comprises the young 
citizens who shape the future of our 
society. Their lives are invaluable and 
^ not be subjected to unnecessary 
risk. 

“The mandatory helmet requirement 
is perhaps the most controversial part of 
my bill. Yet it is not difficult to justify. 

“In testimony before my Committee 
earlier this year, the State Department 
of Public Health estimated that protec- 
tive helmets in Califomia would save 
150 lives annually and prevent an addi- 
tional 150-200 cases of permanent brain 
damage. The United States PublicHealth 
Service estimates that the death of a 
25-year-old male costs the community 
$128,000. 


“Using the above figures, the State 
Department of Public Health stated that 
these wastedlives are costing California 
$38-43 million per year. This amount is 
greater than the total annual expenditure 
for motorcycles in California. 

“In closing, I would like to quote in 
part from one of many letters received 
by me during the 1967 Session. 

‘My only son died two. years ago 
from multiple head fractures that he re- 
ceived in an automobile-motorcycle ac- 
cident. I was told...that he might have 
lived had he been wearing a helmet... 
because of stupidity, ignorance or call 
it what you will, (we) don’t realize the 
danger involved when riding a motor- 
cycle ——God forgive us. 

*Please don't become discouraged 
and give up this bill. It will save the 
lives of untold thousands in the future... 

*Please let me know if I can help in 

any way." 
“I am confident that motorcycle safe- 
ty legislation will be successful next 
year. This success can be assured by 
the active support of those persons and 
organizations present here today.”

WRITE TO YOUR LEGISLATOR—— 7c Way Of Life You Save 


' Once again, legislators who wouldn't touch a motorcycle with a 
ten-foot club are trying to decide what is best for the motorcycle en- 
thusiast citizens. Up to now, the facts that the legislature has had to 
work with seem to call for a thumbs-down vote on motorcycling in gen- 
eral. One California state Senator likes to refer to our machines as 
“murdercycles.” Another legislator places them in the same safety 


category as stuntplanes. 

The facts which would vindicate two- 
wheelers are scattered in a hundred 
piles of uncomputed information. How 
many of the motorcycle accident victims 
were qualified and licensed for motor- 
cycle operation? How many of the fatali- 
ties were wearing '*«crash" helmets at 
the time of their accident? What are the 
comparable injury ratios between motor- 
cycle operators and car drivers of the 
same age bracket? Most important of 
all, what do the 1967 facts tell us? 

Prior to 1967, fewer than a dozen of 
the 50 states had any kind of motorcycle 
safety regulations, You could buy or 
borrow a bike and ride it without any 
more qualification than a car operator’s 
license. In some states, even that was 
not asked for. It should come as no 
surprise that you are going to get in 
trouble if you try to ride a motor bike 
without knowing how. 

Yet in spite of millions of unqualified 
tiddlers wobbling all over our highways, 
motorcycles have a favorable safety 
record in many ways. Our ratio of acci- 
dents to number of machines in use is 
better than automobiles, and is steadily 
improving. In other words, the more 
motorcycles there are, the fewer acci- 
dents per capita, I think that when the 
figures are available, 1967 will show a 
great improvement in safety in every 
state which offers motorcycle operators 
licenses. 


At the same time, there were at least 
ten states which enacted only ‘‘after the 
fact’ safety legislation, forcing motor- 
cycle riders to wear helmets but refus- 
ing to license them specifically for 
motorcycles. 

It will be interesting to compare the 
accident-fatality records of unlicensed 
riders without helmets to unlicensed 
riders with helmets and see what differ- 
ence there is, if any. It would be even 
more interesting to compare safety re- 
cords of licensed operators without com- 
pulsory helmets to the unlicensed, hel- 
meted group but unfortunately this is 
impossible since no state yet provides 
for licenses without requiring helmets in 
the bargain. 

I hope that California will be the first 
state to enact good, effective motorcycle 
operator license regulations without the 
hated censure of compulsory helmet 
wearing. Even is helmet legislation 
should pass, it would not have any great 
effect on minimizing head injuries for 
three more years, or until the basic 
helmet standards go into effect. So for 
three years the same people whoalready 
wear helmets voluntarily (you and me) 
would continue to do so, only not by our 
own choice, and the people who now 
choose not to wear them will have.their 
choice of plastic Nazi hats, cardboard 
Cromwells, air-raid warden steel hats, 
football helmets, etc. Or they could sim-

ply get rid of their machines and stop 
riding altogether. 


Shaky Statistics 


This latter possibility would have 
some attraction if we could be sure it 
would rid motorcycling of the element 
which is causing us all this grief. Speci- 
fically if it would drive off the “outlaw 
types” and the accident-prone juveniles. 
But, as we have learned from the past 
year’s experience, it is the great middle 
class of riders that decides it just isn’t 
worth it, At one end of the market we are 
left with the hard-core, off-the-roaden- 
thusiast and at the other end the baddies 
with their plastic Nazi *helmets,'' cour- 
tesy of Big Daddy Roth. 

While special licenses for motorcycle 
operators are necessary and long over- 
due, the controversial attempt at using 
government force to compel crash-pro- 
tection devices that have to be worn by 
the person, is becoming controversial, 

What the opposition boils down to is, 
«I don't want them telling me what to 
wear and when to wear it, period.’’ or, 
please momma, I'd rather do it myself! 

Arguments in favor of using the gov- 
ernment's power over its citizens to 
make helmet wearing a pre-requisite for 
the privilege of using 2-wheel motor 
vehicles lean heavily on shaky statistics. 
Biggest argument for helmets is the 
1500 young souls who departed this vale 
in 1966 cycle crashes. It is nota difficult 
jump to the conclusion that some of those 
might still be with us if they'd wornhel- 
mets, After this the rest is controvery.

Kids Vote Compulsion Down 


At a recent ‘mock legislature" іп 
Sacramento sponsored by the YM(and W) 
CA, all the delegates were under twenty. 
Two members submitted a bill for com- 
pulsory headgear on motorcycle riders 
and it was the hottest issue of the meet- 
ing. It was defeated overwhelmingly with 
only two votes cast in its favor, At the 
real legislature composed of their elders 
the same law that the kids rejected 
passed the assembly only a few months 
earlier, 77 to 0. 

True, there did appear to be a ques- 
tion of losing some federal funds when 
the Assembly voted as it did last year. 
But as it turned out this was a phony 
carrot. The wiser heads of the Sneate 
Finance Committee finally suspected 
something rotten about the Assembly 
bill and decided to stop and thinkit over. 

Now, this year we find FOUR newbills 
moving through the legislature that 
threaten the motorcycle movement in 
this state. Three of them come from the 
Assembly and one, which is nearly a 
duplicate of two of the assembly bills, 
comes from the Senate, and so we have 
not printed it here. (See Assembly Bills). 


What can you do to prevent the un- 
necessary, unfair and censurious helmet 
bills from passing into law?

Legislators’ Replies To Letters 


By Cliff Boswell 


Cycle News readers may be in- 
terested in the replies given to my 
letters by legislators regarding the 
proposed restrictive helmet and eye 
shield laws. My contention was that 
compulsory helmet wearing will not 
solve the accident problem, and is a 
violation of an individual’s rights, 
also, that eye shields are not need- 
ed with windshields nor at all in 
many instances. 

Winfield Shoemaker, 36th Dist. As- 
semblyman: “I agree with your deduction 
that the best way to prevent accidents is 
to educate the users of motor vehicles.” 
“You may rest assured that I will give 
the compulsory wearing of a helmet and 
goggles careful consideration”. 

George N. Zenovich, Assemblyman, 
32nd Dist.: “I was particularly interested 
in your point about such legislation vio- 
lating one of the basic rights of freedom 
of choice. Please be assured that I will 
keep your letter on file and will have it 
in mind when I consider my position on 
Assemblyman Foran’s bill.” 

William M., Ketchum, Assemblyman, 
29th Dist.: “I am sorry that I cannot 
agree with you as to the propriety of re- 
quiring helmets and eyeshields, nor do I 
believe that it is a violation of a basic 
right of freedom.” “The fact that many 
of these cycles are used on back roads 
andin the back country makes protection 
of the rider all the more important, in my 
opinion, Federal law requires that a 
pilot performing AEROBATICS in an air- 
plane to wear a parachute, As a pilot, I 
don’t resent this.” (Caps ours). 

John G. Veneman, Assemblyman, 30th 
Dist.: “While I would have serious reser- 
vations in supporting legislation which 
would exact such a severe penalty for 
violation of this provision, I do feel, as 
your letter states, that requiring helmets 
to be wom while operating motorcycles 
in traffic would be a ‘sensible’ approach 
in preventing additional unnecessary 


deaths.” Note: I (the author) do not re- 
member making the suggestion to Mr. 
Veneman that helmets be REQUIRED in 
traffic, although I probably said that it 
is sensible to wear them in traffic. 

Jesse M. Unruh, Speaker of the As- 
sembly: “Should such legislation reach 
the Assembly floor, I will certainly give 
careful consideration to the objections 
you raise before casting my vote.” 

John Foran, Assemblyman from San 
Francisco and author of the controversial 
bill: “The 1968 motorcycle bill will be 
introduced later this month (January). 
Discussions have been, and will contin- 
ue to be, held with persons and organi- 
zations representing the motorcyclist.” 

I am enclosing a copy of Mr. Foran’s 
statement made at the Governor’s Annual 
Traffic Safety Conference on December 
14, 1967. My own observation is that Mr. 
Foran is subject to a great deal of emo- 
tional appeal from parents of young 
people who have had sons injured or 
killed, then have been told that had the 
victim been wearing a helmet, things 
would have been different. They can't 
make their kids wear helmets; so they 
want a law. 

Мг. Foran states that, “the mandatory 
helmet requirement is perhaps the most 
controversial part of my bill. Yet it is 
not difficult to justify.” Yet,he does not 
justify it on any basis other than the 
simple one that lives and brain damage 
MAY be saved if a helmet is worn. The 
same reasoning is just as good for riders 
in automobiles and particularily in con- 
vertibles. The same reasoning can be 
used to justify a law requiring all riders 
in boats to wear life belts, and all who 
ride in airplanes to wear parachutes. 

I do not feel that it is too late for a 
deluge of letters to seantors and assem- 
blymen. Most legislators who have re- 
plied to my letters have known little or 
nothing about motorcycles or about what 
it is that riders need and want, They 
appreciate hearing our side of the story.

It?s helmet legislation time again! 
Once more, with what we will credit as 
the best of intentions, some of our law- 
makers have decided to start the process 
by which they hope to produce the law 
which will tell us we MUST wear a hard 
hat, And once again it is the time for 
California cyclists to say “no! ‘We must 
have the right to decide atany given time 
whether we will wear one," After the 
Federal Safety Act, thirty states meekly 
followed suit. They are requiring a wide 
variety of helmets andeye protection and 
other gadgetry and in their haste to follow 
the lead of the federalgovernment, some 
of the laws turned out to be pretty aburd, 
California wasn't stampeded into follow-

HOW TO WRITE TO 
YOUR LEGISLATOR 


You say you've been done in 
by your elected representative? 
You say your politician let you 
down? You feel like a wad of gum 
on the bootheel of progress? Tell 
you what you ought to do. Write a 
letter to your legislator. 

In this day of mass demonstra- 
tions and political violence you 
might think that the quaint old- 
fashioned letter from a constituent 
to a congressman doesn’t carry much 
weight. But you’d be wrong. Especi- 
ally in an election year, like this 
is, legislators votes are affected by 
your letters. 

A few weeks ago, Senator Ralph 
Dills, told your publisher that he 
had only received two letters from 
voters about the controversial com- 
pulsory helmet issue. Senator Dills 
is the author of SB 111, a bill which 
would, unless amended, sentence 
every motorcycle rider to jail if he 
failed to protect himself. Doesn’t 
anyone else care if this freedom is 
taken away? Then write and let your 
legislator know your opinion. Your 
letter will receive a fair and open- 
minded hearing if you remember the 
following hints when writing to your 
congressman, 

1. Open with “Dear Sir,” and get 
tight to the point. Lawmakers are 
too busy to plow through pages des- 
cribing your life on two wheels. 
Simply state, “I am opposed to (or 
in favor of) legislation to force 
motorcycle riders and passengers to 
wear helmets when they are using 
their machines.” 

2. State your reasons for or against 


the issue, keeping them down to one 
page or less. 

3. Close with something like, “As 
a registered voter (if you are), I 
would appreciate anything you can 
do to assure defeat (or passage) of 
this regulationin the current session 
of the legislature.” 

4. Sign your name legibly and print 
your address beneath it. 

5. Address the letter to the legisla- 
tors nearest your home (see Califor- 
nia congressional roster below), in 
care of “State Capitol Building, 
Senate (or Assembly) Post Office, 
Sacramento, California 95814."

hundred and seventy-two riders were 
divided into 250cc and Open classes with 
92 riders in the former group and 80 in 
the big bore category. And inboth class- 
es, I saw such riding as I’ve never before 
in my life witnessed, Having covered 
flattracks, TT’s, hillclimbs, milers and 
scrambles events, I was truly unaware 
that such daring (outside of Evel Knievel) 
and dexterity existed. I was thrilled, 

The course was one mile in length with 
a variety of terrain that tested not only 
the machine-handling ability of a man 
but his stamina, too, The main stretch 
was about two hundred yards in length, 
then five turns, jumps, sand, upand down 
steep hills and back into the stretch. 
How men survived ten laps of this treat- 
ment, I shall never know, 

For an event of this magnitude only 
the highest praise can be offered the 
Seafair City Motorcycle Club for their 
efficiency in handling it, It was the larg- 
est sportsman race of its type ever held 
in the Northwest and will become an 
annual affair, Televised in color by 
KOMO-TV, it was shown at 6:30 p.m, 
the same evening. 

The afternoon was climaxed by a Club 
Team event and a beautiful perpetual 
trophy was presented to the winners,

With snow on the ground and tempera- 
tures in the mid-20’s, 41 fearless riders 
turned out to honor the January 28th 
Hare and Hound Run at Colton, Oregon, 
sponsored by the Lobo Motorcycle Club, 
Several days prior to the run the Port- 
land area had experienced several days 
of freezing weather. At Colton, which is 
about 45 miles S.E. of Portland, the 
freezing weather provided beautiful trac- 
tion on an otherwise slimy and muddy 
course.

Some of 
the local hot-shoes, like Tom Street 
mounted on a 441cc BSA Victor, who 
were really familiar with the territory, 
turned in some fantastic running times 
over the 25-mile course. They obviously 
didn't place very high in the event be- 
cause it was too difficult for them to 
ride hard and look for the elusive check 
points lurking in the shadows alongside 
the trail. Snow covered rocks and small 
logs and sticks lying on the trailatan 
angle were treacherous and gottoriders 
on several occasions.

Several of the most exciting parts o 
the run included a creek crossing and a 


hill that later in the day turned out to be ' 


pretty greasy as a result of breaking 
through the frozen ground. The first 
several bikes through the creek experi- 
enced no real problem, but as the event 
wore on, the water hole got deeper and 
muddier. Toward the end, the depth of 
water would almost cover a 19" wheel. 
And, of course, not being able to see the 
bottom of the creek while going through 
this particular exercise causes one to 
feel quite antsy, It’s almost like riding 
through a bed of writhing rattlesnakes, 
You don’t know which one is going to 
strike or which way you are going to 
have to jump until you are right on top 
of them, Amazingly enough, just about 
everyone made it through the water hole 
without inhaling too much water into 
their carburetors. The brakes weren’t 
worth a darn either, but who needs 
brakes? So off we go, most of the twins 
pulling on one cylinder and some of the 
singles just pulling against the kick 
starter. (Kaff, kaff!). 

After all was said and done only a 
half-dozen scooters had to be hauled in, 
Not too bad, considering the snow, ice 
and waterhole conditions. 

Number one detective in this Hareand 
Hound event was Gib Wright of the Lobo 
Motorcycle Club, mounted on a 250 
Greeves, followed by Chuck Isaacson 


(CZ), Bob Warren(Triumph), Dave Land- 
is (Kawasaki), Ed Wolfe (Suzuki) and 
Bob Barton (Triumph), 
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Bud Higgens (Honda) leads three other riders past a hidden check point at the bottom of the 
snow-covered hill, Though the scenery is breath-taking, nobody seems to be sight-seeing.

February 11th saw the opening of the 
1968 ACA road racing season at Willow 
Springs International Raceway, with 141 
eager road racers waiting for their 
opportunity to get on the course and the 
“ACA Opener” proved to be a tremend- 
ous beginning for the 1968 season, with 
some fine competition in both the GP 
and Production classes. In the practice 
session a mishap occurred when Andre 
Lascoutx left his 250cc Yamaha going 
down through Turn 5 and injured his 
right arm. As in the past, Andre would 
have been a top contender in the 250cc 
class, Another disappointment to the 
riders and fans was the absence on the 
course of National 41, Buddry Parriott, 
However, Buddy was in the pits giving 
encouragement to some of the other 
riders with a taped-up right hand. He 
had received an injury at an earlier 
date and it was not quite healed, but we 
һауе been assured that the 125, 250, and 
500cc events on March 24th at Willow 
Springs will be hotly contended by Buddy. 

After the heat races were completed, 
the Main Events got underway, with the 
first lightweight event being for the 50cc 
and 100ce GP classes, On the first lap, 
last years’ 100cc champion, Jeff Paster- 
nak on a Yamaha took the lead and was 
not contested throughout the entire event, 
In hot pursuit and finishing second over- 
all was #3 Rudy Galindo on a Honda, 
and right behind Rudy came a newcomer 
to road racing this year, but an old dirt 
rider, #51 Brad Stankey on a Yamaha. 
Finishing first in the 50ce Class 1 and 
7th overall was Tony Nicosia ona Suzuki 
and first in the 50cc class II was Dan 
Osborne on an Ital. 

The second event of the day were the 
125cc, 175 and 200cc classes. These 
classes are run together but scored 
separately. First overall and lastyear's 
350cc champion, Dave Damron, took 
first on a 200cc Ossa. Pushing Dave 
and finishing second overall and first in 
the 175cc class was Steve Galbraith ona 
PR Special, and in third place was Gary 
Niwa on a 200cc Bultaco. First in the 
125cc class and 7th overall was Myron 
Tracy on a Honda, › 

The third race was open to the 250cc 
GP class with some twenty-odd entries 
and a pretty impressive field, From the 
starting gun, Rod Gould on a Kawasaki 
broke out. in front. In hot pursuit was 
Jody Nicholas on a Yamaha and behind 
Jody came John Buckner, also Yamaha 
mounted. This was the first event for 
John after a two-year hitch in the army 
and he did very well for such a long 
absence from road racing. Behind these 
riders came a whole string of some 
twenty riders tightly grouped together. 
The greatest excitement was centered 
around Rod and Jody. On lap six, Rod 
made a slight bobble going through turn 
6 and let Jody slip underneath him, Jody 
started pulling away very quickly on 
the Yamaha down the chute and into turn 
eight, Rod on the Kawasaki tucked in 
behind and was forced to follow Jody for 
the next four laps, 

On the final lap of the 25-mile main 
event, coming out of Turn 9, it was an 
absolute drag race down the straight- 
away. Jody approached turn nine first, 
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gs Rod Gould (66) and his Kawasaki swept to victory 


ahead of Yamaha-mounted Jody Nicholas (58). Later, Nicholas took the Open Class on a BSA, 


Gould switched to Honda for 500cc class honors. 





but Rod was closing fast, They both came 
out of turn nine with the Yamaha one 
bike length in front of the Kawasaki, and 
down the straightaway they came, side 
by side.

The fifth race was for the sidecars. 
Even though there were only twoentries, 
I think the fans find the sidecars an ex- 
citing and interesting event. It takes 
quite a great deal of courage for both 
rider and passenger to go tearing through 
corners at Willow Springs or any other 
course, On the first lap, the leader was 
#89, driver Bob Bakker, passenger Bob 
Bender. On lap two, Bob had a little 
trouble and #711, Reg Pridmore driver 
and Ernie Caesar passenger, got by and 
from then on it was Pridmore and 
Caesar’s event. 

Next came the Heavyweight production 
classes which proved to be the most hotly 
contested event of the day.

More stringent penalties are being 
considered for clubs who are delinquent 
in reporting results of their events, 
This has been a problem for quite а 
while and the current penalties obviously 
are not enough. President Sloan and 
Committeeman Dave Lewis will work 
on a more standard reporting format of 
results plus considering a change in 
penalties and making suggestions on 
same. 

Lewis also suggested a change in the 
current desert point system of trans- 
ferring riders in class. Instead of the 
current 21 point method, points wouldbe 
given only if a rider trophies in. The 
desert stewards will compile statistics 
on this to see if it is a workable sug- 
gestion. 

New competition divisions are also 
suggested. A moto-cross division open 
to either desert or scrambles card hold- 
ers but paying moto-cross points only; 
and a new desert division called Desert 
Master. This was explainedas a ‘‘super- 
expert" class and would give riders 
more opportunities to win a trophy and 
perhaps bring out of ‘‘retirement’’ some 
of the big names who are no longer 
riding. 

Biggest change is in the awarding of 
championship events, To throw a cham- 
pionship run in 1969 a club must request 
in writing to the Sports Committee the 


type of event and championship wanted 
not later than the August meeting 1968. 
Ballots will be prepared and mailed to 
the clubs for voting, to be returned not 
later than the November 1968 meeting. 
Championships will be awarded from the 
results of the voting. 


Desert Ambulance Service 


Dave Lewis, the District 37 Ambulance 
Co-ordinator has set up the following 
service for desert events for 1968, The 
ambulance will be provided by Morris 
Ambulance Service in Mojave, The stand- 
by fee is $60 per event. This includes 
first aid service using dry dressings 
only. The $60 fee will cover events held 
within 75 miles of Mojave, with additional 
mileage costing 50€ per mile, Should 
a rider be injured enough to require 
transportation to a hospital the fee per 
mile to the nearest hospital or one of the 
rider's choice is $1.25 per mile, Clubs 
are also requested to have one member 
stand by the ambulance at all times 
during the running of the event as the 
ambulance will only move on instructions 
from a sponsoring club member, not 
from other persons. 

March 1st has been given as the date 
for the annual District 37 trophy pre- 
sentation. Buena Park will be the loca- 
tion and trophies will be given out for 
last year's District 37 Grand Prix plus 
the Districts’ perpetual trophies, The 
Desert M.C., will share the presentation 
making their own awards. 

Before the meeting was adjourned 
Sloan reported to the twenty-six clubs 
present that he had asked for a full 
financial report on the District financial 
condition including that of the Catalina 
Fund and that Secretary- Treasurer Bill 
Adams was presently engaged in working 
on this, for presentation at the February 
meeting.

Helmet laws are a lot like the weather. 
Everyone talks about them but very few 
people get around to doing anything 
about them, 

A notable exception to that rule is 
the Glass City Motorcycle Club, a Tole- 
do, Ohio group with a legal fund to fight 
the law on its own terms. 

Ever since laws requiring motorcy- 
clists to wear helmets began cropping 
up people who ride bikes have seen the 
writing on the wall. 

It isn't just the helmet thing. Anyone 
who doesn't have scrambled eggs for 
brains is going to strap on his helmet 
everytime he climbs on the machine 
anyway. 

Like the Glass City boys say, it's the 
fact the state government can tell you 
you've gotta wear one thatis frightening. 
If the government can tell you today you 
have to wear a helmet tomorrow it can 
say anyone who rides a Honda has to 
wear pink underpants and people with 
BSAs must travel with beans in their 
ears. 

Assuming the law is designed for the 
safety of riders it doesn’t go nearly far 
enough. The law says you have to weara 
helmet but it doesn’t require you to 
wear shoes or shirts, Maybe a broken 
leg is okay but a broken head isn’t, 

The Ohio law was passed in last 
year’s legislature, but evern before that 
local helmet ordinances were popping up 
all over the place, Again helmets are a 
good thing, right? But it’s quite possible 
that they’re a good thing for people in 


cars too, People in cars are a majority, 
though, and you aren't about to see any- 
one in elected office propose that one for 
a good while. 

Glass City Club members are asking 
for funds to fight the law. They've hired 
a lawyer who's had experience with 
motorcycles in court and donations from 
clubs, dealers and individuals are be- 
ginning to trickle in, But it looks like 
it’s going to cost upwards from $3,000 
to fight the things in the courts and 
about $2,500 is still needed. 

It might not seem like the Ohio helmet 
law effects riders on the west coast 
much. But someday someone will push 
one through there, too, and it will help 
to have a precedent if a case gets to 
court, 

The Glass City members say the fight 
itself is almost as important as winning. 
If motorcyclists show as a group we 
aren’t going to stand around and take 
what we’re handed we won’t get handed 
so much nonsense, they say. It makes 
sense and a buck or so from a rider 
with a stake in this thing is a mighty 
cheap way to find out. 

So keep those nickles and dimes roll- 
ing in. The legal fund address is: Glass 
City Legal Fund, 7216 Nebraska Avenue, 
Toledo, Ohio 43617. 

This is our fight to win or lose. We'll 
keep you up to date on how the club is 
fighting the law and the kind of progress 
they're making. 

And remember, wear your helmet.

ing by the threat of interstate fund loss. 
California cyclists let the legislature 
know how they felt, they wrote letters, 
sent wires, spread the word, Clubs went 
on record opposing the legislation. The 
Hell’s Angels went to Sacramento oppos- 
ing the legislation, speaking out for the 
freedom of all cyclists, Senator George 
Miller of Senate Finance wasn’t im- 
pressed by all the arguments for requir- 
ing the bike-rider to trade his liberty for 
highway funs. It takes a lot to impress 
Senator Miller because he knows what he 
is doing, especially when it comes to 
money. After all the uproar, though we 
emerged victorious, there was nolossof 
highway funds. The federal government 
isn't requiring that kind of slavish com- 
pliance, Efforts to improve the level of 
safety is the goal, And there are many 
other ways to make that effort besides 
sticking the head of every rider in a 
helmet, 

The helmet hassle is here again but it 
is a weaker bill than last year, they have 
dropped some of the side issues, It 
doesn’t have as good a chance as it did 
last year and its backers know it, But we 
can't quit or they will have it their way, 
Dont't wait, Object now! Wear a helmet 
if you want but if you don't want to have 
ot, got for a NO! on helmet legislation, 
And if this sounds like a pitch it 15..... 
a pitch for your right to make your 
decisions about your safety, What canbe 
more in the basic spirit of American 
liberty than that?
